Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
independent claim defines an upper, middle and lower shaft structure. A driving motor 
is installed in an upper recessed installation space and directly fixedly connected with 
the upper shaft and for driving the upper, middle and lower shafts. The upper shaft is 
mounted in the upper side of the housing for driving the stitching needle and the middle 
shaft is pivotally mounted in the middle section of the housing and the lower shaft is 
mounted in the lower portion of the housing for driving a lower stitching needle. A first 
transmission is provided between the lower shaft and the middle shaft and a second 
transmission mechanism is provided between the upper shaft and the middle shaft. The 
dependent claims further limit the structure of the directly driven sewing machine.
